• gave its approval Wednesday for' the first 
time to the markcling 'of.a genetically al- 
tered food — a tomato that will stay ripe 
longer. ‘ 

The tomato is called Flavr-Savr by its de- 
veloper, Caigene.lnc., of Davis; Calif. The 
company said the tomato will be in grocery 
stores’ in the Western and Midwestern 
statc3:within 10,days. 

•The tomato, said thc.Food and Drug Ad; 


ministnitioh', "is as safe as tomatoes bred 
by cohvcn|ional means." 

It was the first time the agency evaluated 
a whole Yood produced by biotechnology, 
althougb'-it gave approval in 1990 to a food 
producL.-'phymosin — o milk-clotting agent 
UMd in making chec». 

'•The tomato’s genetic changes will enable 
the grower to "allow it to ripen on the vine 
longer, let it gel redder and more flavorful 
and still have time to ship it long distance," 
said Laura Tarantino, on FDA scientist. 

But the approval met with complaints 


from a number of consumer and environ- 
mental groups. 

Most of the dissatisfaction is not with the 
new tomato. 

FDA approve^ “gives the misleading im- 
pression ihdt the agency is going, to oversee 
safety of all genetically engineered food," 
said Jane Risslcr of the Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists. "It sends a wrong mes- 
sage to approve any product on an ad hoc 
basis before there is a, policy for Mfety as- 
sessment and labeling of all genetically en- 
gineered food."

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Doctor wins Democratic nomination for Oregon govempr 



— PORTLAND,-Ore.-(AP) — John-Kilzhabor, the- 
physician archlTect of Oregon’s first*in*lhc-nation 
hcdth care rationing plan, coasted to the Democratic 
nomination for governor 'Hiesday. 

He will face former congressman Denny Smith in 
the fall. 

Kitzhaber, a former emergency room doctor, had 
faced token opposition in Tuesday's primary from 
Paul Wells, who did not campaign and. described 
himsejf in election documents as a housewife. 

The Republican primary, in contrast, was a bitterly 
fought contest between Smith and Qaig Berkman; 
both miUioni^ire businessmen. 

Final, |\iHdfficiol returns showed Kitzhaber with 
226,323 votes, or 89 percent, to 26,837, or 11 per- 
cent, for Wells. 

Smith had 122,331 votes, or 50 percent, and 
Berkman had 98,667, or 41 percent. Four other can- 
didates trailed. 

In the college town of Eugene, voters rejected a 
measure to ban products made with chemicals known 
to harm the ozone layer. 

Kitzhaber’s path to the Democratic nomination 


was cleared earlier this year when-Gov, -Barbara 
Roberts dropped her re-election bid, in large part 
because of IGtzhaber’s popularity. 

'The 14^ear veteran of the Legislature is the author 
of a plan to'inocase the number of people eli^ble for 
medical care at public expense by restricting the 
types of services they can get. 

Under the plan, which went into effect Feb. 1, 
Oregon no longer pays for dozens of procedures 
deemed too costly or ineffective, such as aggressive 
treatment of terminal cancer or. the final stages of 
AIDS. The plan is paid for in part by a 10-cent-a- 
pack increase in the cigarette tax. 

Kitzhaber was Senate president for eight years 
before he decided not to run for re-election in 1^2. 

Smith, who served five terms in Congress, is 
owner of a chain of weekly newspapers. He fended 
off accusations from Bcrtoan that His newspaper 
company promoted pornography by printing a guide 
(0 topless bora. 

Despite the negative lone of the GOP primary, 
Smith pledged to focus on issues in the general elec-

Kitzhaber predicted the negative tone would .con- 
tinue.

In congressional races, Jackson County 
Commissioner Sue Kupillas won the Democratic 
nomination in rural eastern Oregon’s 2nd District, 
where Republican Bob Smith is retiring after six 
terms. In the GOP race, slate Sen. Wes Coolcj' led 
Christian radio station owner Perry Atkinson by just 
1,018 votes with several thousand absentee ballots 
still to be counted. 

In the 5th District, which is sandwiched between 
Portland and Eugene, Democratic, state Sen. 
Catherine Webber will face Republlcari state Sen. 
Jim Bunn lit the fall. 


Anti-gays victorious in 5 community elections 


GRESHAM, Ore. (AP) — The Oregon 
Citizens Alliance Is making progress toward 
its goal of building support in cities around the 
state on its way to a statewide anti-gay mea-' 
sure. 

A majority of, voters in five communities 
favored OCA-backed measures in Tuesday’s 
elections. The measures bar government pro- 
tection or support for homosexuals. 

With all but the absentee votes counted, the 
measures passed by slim margins in the 
Willamette Valley communities of Oakridge 
and Vcncta, and by wider margins in Roseburg 
and Cottage Grove, unofficial returns showed. 

In the Portland suburb of Gresham, the mea- 
sure won a majority of the votes but failed to 
get the required 60 percent to amend the char- 
ter. Still, OCA chairman Lon Mabon consid- 
crcd-il-a-victory.

"It was a good night for us," Mabon said, 
calling Gresham the "grand prize.” 

Tuesday's election brings to 24 the number 
of cities and counties that have passed local 


anti-gay rights ordinances. A law passed by 
the 1993 Legislature, however, prevents them 
from being enforced. 

Ron Paddock, a former Oakridge mayor who 
campaigned against the ci{y initiative, had lit- 
tle to say about the election results. |i 

"I’m disappointed," he said. "There’s not 
much else I can say.” 

The state law making the ordinances unen- 
forceable was upheld by a circuit court judge 
on grounds that homosexuality is a matter of 
statewide concern that should be'dealt with by 
the Legislature. The OCA is appealing the 
decision to the Oregon Court of Appeals. 

The alliance also is appealing a ruling that 
its statewide anti-gay measure is legally 
flawed. If that ruling is overturned, the OCA 
must collect 89,000 signatures to get the mca- 
-surc on thc-Novcmbcr.balloL 


Marion County Circuit Judge, Rod Miller 
said the proposal violated a requirement that 
initiatives on constitutional amendments 
address a single subject. 


'The OCA'S first attempt ut a statewide pro- 
posal was defeated by voters in 1992. Measurci. 
,9 would have prohibited anti-discrimination ' 
protections for gays and declared homosexual- . 
iiy abnormal and perverse. 

The local measures and the latest statewide 
proposal arc revised versions of Measure 9. 

• Mabon said victories Tuesday showed that 
Oregon residents arc responding favorably to 
the toned-down language. 

‘‘They don’t want another minority classifi- 
cation, especially one that is based on a sexual 
practice they lhink is wrong," he said. “Most 
people, including u.s, are willing to live and let 
live. But I think they’re realizing it’s no longer 
live and let live.

Air quality 
still an issue 
on airlines 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
smoke has cleared from airline 
cabin.s, but Congress is still hear- 
ing a litany of complaints of bad 
air quality, both from pas.scngcrs 


"It’s clear that people believe 
that the air quality is bad ... and 
getting worse,” said Rep. James L. 
Oberstar, D-Minn.. chairman of 
the Hou.se Transportation aviation 


subcommittee. 

While the recent ban on smok- 
ing on domestic airline flights has 
improved things, the airlines have 
switched from using pure outside 
air to a mixture of outside air and 
recirculated cabin air, Oberstar 
said. The process saves money, but 
has rai.sed health concerns. 

' Rep. Jerrold Nadler, D-N.Y., 
cautioned against putting loo much 
faith in tests that show airline, 
cabin air meets safety standards. 

"In the real world, on real planes 
with real pa.ssengcrs, the air quali- 
ty is substandard," Nadler said. 
“There is currently no legal stan- 
dard for how much fresh air a trav- 
cl(|r is entitled to breathe.” 

The subcommittee also consid- 
ered the government’s efforts to 
get certain countries- to ' drop 
requirements that insecticide be 
sprayed in airliner cabins while 
passengers are aboard and to get 
foreign uirlines to ban smoking on 
long-distance flights. 

Bui general cabin air quality was 
the prime focus of Wednesday’s 
hearing. 

“Currently, flight attendants and 
passengers on many flights are not 
provided adequate amounts of 
fresh air and, thus, may be 
exposed to unacceptable' a'mounts 
of bacteria, viruses and other 
potential health risks," Dee Maki,

The submarine Barb wsa launched 
at Groton, Conn., in April 1942 and 
had embarked on its first war patrol

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House Ii:ls agreed (o set tusidc an nddi- 
lionaU .7 million acre-i of roadless fed- 
eral land in Montana as wilderness and 
allow eornmercial development on 3 
million other acres of U.S. forest land. 

■pie Montana wilderness bill,' spon- 
sored by Rep. Pal Williams, D-Monl., 
cleared the House by a 30K-I1I vote 
.Tuesday. A subject of contention for 1ft 
years, the bill now goes (o the Senate. 

'Ilte legislalittn calls for nearly dou- 
bling the acres of national forest in 
Montana that arc prolecicd'as wilder- 
nc-ss. special management areas or for 
study for possible future wilderness 
designation. 

■Hie stale now has about 3.-1 million 
federal acres protected as wilderness 
preserves, where commercial develop- 
ment and motorized recreation is 
banned. 

But the meiLsurc would open the way 
for timber and mining comp; 
openiie on aixrut 3 million of acres of 
roadless land in the national fore.sts. 
Commercial interests for years have 
l>ecn seeking the additional acreage for 
u.sc such :ls timlrerand mining. 

Williams pleaded with those at 
opposite ends of the political spectrum 
to put tiside their polarized views and 
support the metistire. 

"To those folks on my left that clam- 
or for even more protection .... 1 ask 
that you c:ist off the cries of apocalyp- 
tic dcxmi.” he siiid. "Frxn-stomping :ind_ 
' petulance are not a substitute for hard 
work and education. ... You cannot 


protect bur important wildlands by 
alienating Incil constitucncie.s. ... 

"To those of you on my right who 
fear wilderness a.s a conspiracy (o roh 
you of an eainomic future. I ask that 
you reject the well-oiled prupiiganda of 
the extraction indu.strics .... it is the 
public'.s re.spunsihility to ask of them 
that thu^ not destroy our w:iy of life or 
our national wildland resources in the 
name of profit." 

Tliu Montana hill remained largely 
unchanged from the version that was 
approved by the Natural Resourcc.s 
Committee in March.

The House rejected proposals by 
Rep.

Team discovers 
oldest reptile 
tracks in world 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) — 
. Reptile arid amphibious tracks found in 
mountains north of La?j.Cruces date 
back 285 million years, making them 
- the oldest and most extensive in the 
world, a team of palcontologisl.s said 
Tuesday. 

The team from the Smithsonian 
Institution, the New Mexico Museum 
of Natural History .and Science in 
Albuquerque, and the University of 
. Denver arc studying an estimated 2, (XX) 
slabs of rock containing the incks. 

Sjxnccr Luca.s, curator of paleontol- 
ogy at the New, Mexico Museum of 
Natural History, said the finding was 
very important. 

"This is big," Lucas said. "It’s 
world-class because of its scientific 
value and what wc already arc lcarhing 
from h." 

The site is in the Sierra Robledo 
Mountains wc.st of Dona Ana and north 
of Las Crucc-s. So far .scientists Imve 
idchlificd'lhc tracks of 23'diffcrcht anf-' 
mals and about the same numberof 
iasccLs in the slabs.

Browning dies of cancer at 98 


OGDEN, Ulah.(APy — Philanthropist Val A. 
Browning, the son of the most prolific fire.irms inventor 
in history, died of cancer at his home late Monday. He 
w;us 98. ■ 

A firearms inventor in his own right with 4H patents. 
Browning was the son of John M. Browning, who 
designed more than 80 military :ind sporting arms, includ- 
ing the automatic .shotgun, the Coll .45'auiomaitc ami the 
Browning Automatic Rifle. 

Val Browning wa.s the former president of his family’s 
firearm company. Browning Arms Co. 

In a 1988 interview with The Associated Press. 
Browning said his two most satisfying inventions were 
improvements to his father's designs — a qutck-Io:iding 
feature for the automatic shotgun and a single-trigger 
mechanism for the over-under douhic-harrcl shotgun. 

Of his father, Val Browning .said, “He was such an 
extraordinary genius and accomplished so much that 
there wa.sn't much left to do in fircamis design except lo 
l;ike advantage of modem materials and melhods." 

Although he spent a major portion of his life in Europe,

Dan Dreyfus, the department’s 
director of the nuclear waste pro- 
gr‘am, did not specify where cut- 
backs would be made but said they 
would not require changes ih law. 

Dreyfus told nuclear power exec- 
utives Tuesday there was a lot of 
work ul Yucca Mountain that was 
expected to be done prior to liccn.se 
applicatiop that the agency will not 
now do. - • 

Dreyfus said the dcparlmcnl has 
restructured the licensing program at 
Yucca Mountain .so that it maintains 
scientific validity while being more 
co.st effective. 


Independent agencies have criti- 
cized the dcparlmcnl for shortdhang- 
ing scientific research at Yucca 
Mountain in favor of meeting dead- 
lines."' 

But Dreyfus said he is confident 
that the dcparlmcnl will be .still be 
able to meet the licensing require- 
ments of the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. 

In his address to the Nuclear 
Energy Assembly, an industry 
group, Dreyfus echoed Energy 
Secretary Hazel O’Leary in saying 
that changes in the nuclear waste 
policy act will have to wait until 
next year. He said the Energy 
Dcparlmcnl still plans lo open 
Yucca Mountain by 2010. 

In the meantime, Dreyfus said he 
hopes Congress will come up with 
an additional S148 million this year 
to help keep Yucca Mountain on 
schedule.

That’s the rub. Each pole flexes a 
little differently, throws a little more 
one way than the other, is a little 
more difTicuU to bend. Trying a new 
pole with only a couple of days to 
practice before state could be a 
problem. 

“1 don’t think it will be," Copps 
said. “Usually, I can adapt to a new 
pole very quickly." 

Jerome Cooch Tim Dunn credits 
the Capps with keeping the Tigers 
'strong in the-pole vault. 

“It used to be thot we’d try to 
break a coach loose every night to

HAILEY - After several years of de- 
cline, the rate of children entering kinder- 
garten who are immunized against polio, 
mumps, measles and whooping cough has 
never been better, - . 

State health oftlcials credit recent efforts 
with reversing a troubling trend. More par- 
ents were neglecting to immunize their 
children before starting school, allowing a 
slight resurgence of the diseases, ofTicials 
had reported. 

Idaho legislation passed in 1992, beefed 
up state law. aimed at increasing immuniza- 
tion by requiring schools to provide the 
state health department proof of their stu-

The im- 
munizations must be given on a schedule 
and at certain ages. 

The result of the new laws has been an 
immunization rate nearing 95 percent for 
all Blai ne Coun ty st udents entering kinder- 
ganen. 

“Diseases just take hold if you don't 
guard against them,” said Linda Johnson 
with Public Health District V in Hailey. 
“It is more costly to deal with an epi- 
demic of whooping cough thon to immu-- 


nize against it. 

Idaho was one of the last stales to pass 
the immunization requirement for students 
entering school. The state health depan- 
menl provides the vaccines to its clinics 
and to doctors at n reduced rate. . 

The Hailey hcolth office routinely offers 
immunizations every Tuesday. Other of- 
fices in the cight-ebumy health district also 
offer them. 

But some students can get exemptions 
from the immuniza tion requiremcn_t 
'family can request exemption for o7cfi- 
gious of personal conviction. 

“It can just come down to a person say- 
ing the school has no right to make them 
provide their child’s health information," 
Johnson said, adding that reason might not 


withstand a legal challenge. 

During an epidemic, Johnson said, only 
those students with immunizations on 
record could remain enrolled. 

It has been almost 10 years since thq 
health district saw a significant measles 
outbreak. In 1985, in Cassia and Minidoka 
counties, there were 132 reported cases. 

.The last outbreak of whooping.eough 
Was in 1988 with 370 cases in the health 
district. Johnson attributes that outbreak to 
a fear among p arent s to.havc tlicjr children 
immunizecTin the micTlVSOs because of ru- 
mored severe side effects associated with 
the voccine. - ' ' • ' 

The health district saw 59 cases of 
whooping cough last year. This year, the 
district has seen 19.

A new statewide public opinion 
poll released Wednesday confirms 
sutxsianiiai leads In the gubernatorial 
primaries for Democratic* Attorney 
Genera! Larry EchoHawk and for- 
mer Republican Lt. Gov. Phil Bait.. 

The poll, conducted for The 
Spokesman-Review of Spokane, 
Wash., and stations KTVB-TV in 
Boise and KHO-TV in Spokane, 
also showed incumbent GOP Ll. 
Gov. Butch Otter well ahead of his 
two challengers in his bid for anoth- 
er term but with four of every 10 
voters still unsure who they will 
support. 

In addition, the poll of over 800 
likely voters In-Tuesday's-primary- 
gave EchoHawk a slightly smaller, 
but still solid, lead over Batt than a 
poll last winter — if the general 
election were held now. 


The survey was conducted on 
: May, 13-15 by Political Medili Re- 
search of Washington, D.C.-It has a 
margin of error of plus or minus 3.5 
percent. Nearly 490 people were 
surveyed on the Republican races, 
and almost 370 for the Democratic 
race.

He spent $387.03 on local news- 
paper advexiisements, he said. 

Dayley said he sees irony in hav- 
ing to disclose where he spent 
$74.04 for his re-election campaign, 
while the financial records of med-

U.N.: Rwandan death 
toll may exceed20D7P00 


NAIROBI. Kenya (AP) — 
Military observers reluming lo ihc 
Rwandan countryside report ethnic 
killings on such a massive scale that 
U.N. officials fear far more than 
2(M),()00 people may have died. 

"AnytinK we gel access to an area 
we find mur e in^acres. What/has 
alarmed us is we arcTrarting to dis- 
cover many, many more dca®" U.N. 
spokesman Abdul Kabia sSid from 
the Rwandan capital. Kigali. “We 
have reports of whole towns and vil- 
lages killed or deserted with only 
goals roaming around.” 

He said military observers return- 
ing to posts they abandoned six 
weeks ago when the carnage broke 
oul between the majority Huius'and 
. Tuisis are finding evidence the mas- 
siicre.s were even more staggering 
thiin'tliey feared. 

"We arc alarmed that the esti- 
mates of 200,000 may not have been 
exaggerated. We are afraid it might 
actually be higher,” Kabia said. 

German Foreign Minister Klaus 
Kinkcl told reporters Wednesday in 
Bonn that information gathered by 


Europeans indicated about 500,000 
people had.bcen killed. 

All the figures about Rwandan 
dead arc estimates. Nobody has tried 
to count the dead piled up on city 
streets, hidden in the-^ountfyside, 
buried in shallow mass graves or 
dumped by the tens of thousands 
into rivers. 

The U.N. Security Council has 
authorized a force of 5,500 new 
peacekeepers for Rwanda. The 
irbops from Congo, Ghana, Nigeria, 
Tanzania and Zimbabwe will be 
authorized to use force to protect 
.civilians and relief workers in areas 
where humanitarian aid is provided. 

The new U.N. soldiers, who may 
take more than n month to arrive, 
will not be able to use force to pre- 
vent massacres in areas outside their 
control or to stop the fighting 
between rebel and government sol- 
diers. 

That lighting spread further south 
Wednesday, where U.N. officiahs 
sa^ government troops blew up a 
bridge between Bugasera and Bulare 
lo slow the rebel drive south, 


The Kulu-lcd government army 
also rushed reinforcements to 
Gitarama, the seat of the interim 
government just southwest of the 
capital that is now threatened by the 
advance of the mastly l^tsi rebels. 

The International Committee of 
the Red Cross said Wednesday that 
several hundred thousand people 
who have fled the fighting have 
mas.sed around Gitarama. It said it 
was able to get one convoy to the 
area on Monday with food for sever- 
al thousand of the refugees taking 
shelter at the city's stadium. 

U.N. World Food Program 
spokeswoman Brenda Barton in 
Nairobi said Tuesday that tens of 
ihou.sands of other people had fled 
to Burundi to escape the fighting in 
southern Rwonda. f 

Rebels crossed the Akanyaru 
River on Sunday and pushed, 
through the surrounding swamp- 
lands toward Gitarama. U.N. offi- 
cials said (hey were not sure bow 
close rebels were to the city, but 
the government wa.s reinforcing 
the city. 



Report lists abuse in China prisons 


BEIJING (AP) — Hundreds of 
previously unknown prisoners arc 
languishing in Chinese prisons for 
participating in the 1989 Tiananmen 
Square democracy movement, two 
human rights groups reported 
Thursday. 

Thcir'report comcs.'two weeks 

before President Clinton must 
decide whether China has made 
enough progress in observing human 
rights to win renewal of a favorable 
trade status that puts the lowest U.S. 
tariffs on Chine.se goods. Billions of 
dollam in trade are at slake. 

Human Rights Watch-Asia and 
Human Rights in China listed nearly 
500 newly reported detainees from 
the 1989 protests in Beijing alone; 
At least 200 remain in harsh condi- 


tions in prison today, they said. 

The prisoners, ranging from peas- 
ants to government officials, mostly 
drew longer prison terms than stu- 
dents and intellectuals who led Ihc 
1989 democracy protests, the groups 
said. Many did not gel a fair trial, 
the rqiort charged. 

Because their cases were not 
known internationally, these prison- 
ers often have been tortured and 
poorly treated in jail, the report said. 
In one case, guards threatened to 
beat a group of prisoners, shouting: 
‘‘You arc unknown anyway!" 

TTic prisoners rtamed in the report 
were held at Beijing's No. 2 Prison 
or at a labor camp cast of Beijing. 
Their dcsciptions of ill-treatment 
match accounts received from pris- 


ons throughout China. 

It is not known, and China refuses 
to say, how many people were 
arrested after the army crushed the 
1989 protests. 

"Known cases of political and 
religious, imprisonment in China 
represent onl^rthe tip of the ice- 
berg,” the two New York-based 
rights groups said. 

In Beijing’s No. 2 PiisoR, which has 
housed some of China's niost promi- 
nent dissidents, guards toiturc inmates 
' with electric batonV. force them to 
stand motionless foriwuis, or |wt them 
in solitary conflnement to punish mis- 
demeanors, the report said. 

It said that in January, the prison 
was cleaned up for an expected visit 
by Red CYoss officials.

HANOI; Vietnam (AP) — Sara 
Gist Bcrnosconi looked ul her 
watch and remembered that chill- 
ing moment in time.

Wednesday, her husband, Air

shot down and declared missing 
over North Vietnam. 

At 4 p.m. on May 18, 1994, Mrs.

She marked the solemn onniver- 
sary with a slight, gray-haired 
Vietnamese woman and her fami- 
ly over a bowl of noodles, the only 
thing they could afford.

Israelis reflect on bitter, bloody 
experience from Gaza pullout 


GAZA CTTY, Gaza Slrip (AP) — In 
an altcmpt lo show they were nol run- 
' ning away, Israeli soldiers lined both 
sides of the ro ad and set out dn the 
long walk out of Gaza. 

The mood was somber, reflecting 
the bitter and bloody eirpericnce of bat- 
tling Palestinian youths for control of 
the streets since the “intefadeh," or 
uprising against Israeli rule, began in 
1987. 

“I never wanted to be here, and I 
never want to come back,” said one 
soldier, his boots crunching the pave- 
ment under a moonless sky bn his lost 
patrol in Gaza before dawn 
Wednesday. 

As the 20-man patrol moved out, 
gunfire crackled throu^ the city — 
the sounds of PLG police and under- 
ground activists celebrating the end of 
occupation. 

The gunfire made the soldiers ner- 
vous. 

It underlined fears that many Israelis 
-hav&-that-thc-PLO-poIicc.lack-the dis-_ 
cipline to keep control of the streets 
_land.Vvill lose.out to tsiamic fund^cn- 
talists who oppose coexistence 'with 
Israel.

CARACAS, Venezuela — Former president Carlos Andres Perez, 
suspended from office last year on corruption charges, was ordered 
jailed Wednesday by the Supreme Court. 

Perez, 71,- maintained his innocence as he turned himself in at the 
tribunal. i ■ - 

He had been allowed to remain free while his tnal on embezzle- 
ment and misuse of public funds proceeds, but the Supreme Court 
voted 10-4 Wednesday to jail him and and two of his former aides. 

“I’m the victim of a giant intrigue,” Perez said Wednesday in a 
statement handed out by his attorney, Alberto Arteaga. "'T^se who_ 
couldn’t topple me and oblige me to resign, unleashed, an implacable 
campaign to provoke my departure from the presidency.” 

Socialist leader needs parliament 

KIEV, Ukraine — The leader of Ukraine’s Socialist Party, who 
opposes radical measures to restructure the economy, was elected 
chairman of the former Soviet republic’s parliament on Wednesday. 

Oleksander Moroz’s victory over Vasily Durdinets, an ally of 
President Leonid Kravchuk, is likely to further weaken Kravchuk’s 
chances of persuading the lawmakers to postpone forthcoming presi- 
dential elections. 

The 50-year-oId Moroz campaigned on a ticket of strengthening parlia- 
ment's powers at the expense of the president. He told Icgi^ators Tuesday 
that the previous parliament had adopted thoughtless market reforms and 
said Ukraine should maintain do^ lies with Russia.

NATO agrees to offer 
‘partnership’ to Russia 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — 
NATO agreed Wednesday to offer 
a “special partnership” to Russia 
as a way of overcoming its objec- 
tions to joining the alliance's new 
military cooperation program for 
former Warsaw Pact foes. - 

Details were sketchy on what 
the'special arrangement would 
entail, although it was clear it 
would-enable-Moscow-io-havc- 
close consultations with the allies 
on security matters and other 
issues. • 

But a NATO official stressed it 
would not give Russia'a seal in pri- 
vate decision-making councils or 
allow it to veto alliance decisions. 

The special relationship would 
be separate from the Partnership 
for Peace program, which was 
approved at a January summit of 
President Clinton and other 
alliance leaders as a way mainly 
to draw former Warsaw Pact 
-adversaries closer. 


The NATO official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
ambassadors of (he 16 allied nations 
agreed "NATO should offer Russia a 
special partnership which would 
take into account that Russia is an 
important country.” 

In Moscow, Q spokesman for 
President Boris Yeltsin praised 
NATO’s action as "a right step.” 
__;i.We-can-only-welcomc the fact 
that Russia's particular features 
will be taken into account,” said 
spokesman Anatoly Krasikov. “A 
closer rapprochement and a full- 
fledged partnership may finally 
evolve from that.” 

Moscow has delayed enrolling 
as a partner, making clear it wants 
to be dealt with as a world mili- 
tary power and demanding special 
standing in the partnership pro- 
gram. NATO refused to’givc 
Russia a spccial-rank-wiihin-ihe- 
program that would set it above 
other participants.

If all of it had been collected, it 
would have cut the record S290 billion 
budget deficit of 1992 nearly in half. 

Tlic gap represented. 18 percent of 
what taxp.iyers owed the govcmmenl. 
IRS Commissioner Margaret Milner 
Richardson, who hxs been in the Job a 
year, has vowed to reduce that to 10 
percent by 2(KX). 

But Rep. John W. Olver, D-Ma.ss., 
who ordered the GAO report for the 
’House Appropriations subcommittee 
(hat has juri.sdicliun over the IRS, said 


the .service's current initiatives proba-

"A very subslaiilial 
number of people arc cither paying no 
taxes or substantially less than they 
owe because compliance and re- 
view have become very laxr-That's ex- 
tremely unRiir for the vast majority of 
Americans." 

IRS spokesman Frank Keith said llie 
compliance rate should start improv- 
ing noliccjibly within several years ns 
tlio (RS brings more modem’conipuier 
c([uipmcni on line and completes re- 
search that should bdiler identify tax- 
payers who are most likely to pay less 
than iheyowe, 

' But the GAO noted that Congress 
has been funding sicpped-up enforu- 
mcni efforts since the laic 1980s, with 
little result. 

"Enforcement staffing has been de- 
clining since ... 1988 and is about what 
is was in .7. 1987. Because of overall 
budget shortfalls. IRS ha.s rc.nllocaicd 
funds from compliance initiatives to 
noneiiforeemenl-cfforts. such-as-re— 
turns priKcssing," the GAO said. 

The compliance and enforcement 
staff declined from 57;470 in 1988 to 
51.305 in 1992. 

As the IRS modernizes processing 
of returns, ir plans to retrain its staff 


for compliance work. But the GAO 
said the IRS doesn’t yet know how 
many displaced staff membcis can be 
retrained. 

'Tl IS too siwininicierniirtirwheiiiei 
IRS' new compulcr systems and orga- 
nization will work. If they do not 
work, IRS' goal ... will be difficult to 
meet," it said. 

The GAO recommended (hat the 
IRS more strongly focus its <^mpli; 
ance efforts on areas most likely to 
bear fruit, such os small companies' 
and sole proprietorships, without. wait- 
ing for the results of research now un- 
der way. 

Simply doing a better job of match- 
ing financial information, such as 
forms on partnership income, to tax- 
payers' returns should yield large re- 
sulis;'ii said. 

For instance, the IRS lost more than 
S2 billion in 1992 because of erro- 
neous claims for dependent exemp- 
tions, but it does not enter on its com- 
puters ail dependents' Social Security 
numbers, a step (hat would allow it to 
delect incorrect claims cosily, the re* 
pon said. t 

The GAO alM urged the IRS to re- 
vamp collection procedures to empha- 
size early telephone contact with 
-delinquent toxpayers-rolher-using-the— 
mail. And it said if the IRS did a belter 
job of answering its telephones, allow- • 

’ ing taxpayers to get accurate answers 
to their questions more easily, loxpay- 
ers would be less likely to pay too lit- 
tle.

As I think back over the past twenty- 
five years I have not had a single inci- 
dent which has required me to call on a 
handgun to defend my family or myself 
from the threat of danger. 

On the other hand I can think of sever- 
al experiences, while camping and trav- 
eling, during which I have received more 
than a liiticcomfort from the. fact that I 
had favorite firearm near at hand. 

If you hove ever contemplated pur- 
chasing a handgun, now might be a good 
lime to add it to your standard list of 
equipment for fishing trips, vacations, 
camping, hiking, horseback riding, and 
the many other activities which will take 
you away from home this summer. 



Here ate some guidelines fo h'clp you 
select the .caliber of handgun which wiji 
best meet your needs. The .22 rimfirc is 
one of the most popular because it is n 
fun and inexpensive cartridge to shoot. 
Its recoil is light even in the most com- 
' pact automatics. 

In a handgun, the .22 rimfirc docs have 
a sharp report which some may find un- 
comfortable but car protection should be 
worn when shooting any fircorm. 
Though great for plinking and target 
shooting, the .22 rimfirc handgun is 
marginal even for small game making it 
a questionable choice for self protection. 

I would put the .25 auto in the same 
class with the .22 rimfirc. The .22 mag- 
num offers a boost in power but not 
enough to move it out of this group and i 
the shells arc expensive and not reload- 
able. 

The .380 ACP bridges the gap between 
the .25 auto and the 9mm. If- compact- 
ness is critical, the .380 ACP gives a re- 
spectable performance in a small frame. 

I am going to group the .38 special and 
the 9mm together.

Anything big enough to hurt you may

two lightweights. Either is a good car- 
tridge for a first handgun and for women 
and young shooters.

Law enforcement agencies have shown 
considerable interest in. the 40 S&W. It 
will probably be the next caliber 1 pur- 
chase. 

The .357 magnum falls about in the 
. middle of the power range of modem 
handguns, but to many inexperienced 
shooters U generates Images of tremen- 
dous recoil, violent muzzle jump, and 
deafening report. 

The, .357 magnum is a the big brother 
to the .38 special and t he 9mm and with 
this extra clout comes siTiiYirnddlrionat- 
excitement. 

Shooting full .357 magnum loads re- 
quires that the shooter 'pay attention, but 
with this added energy comes the power 
which pushes the .357 magnum into the 
legitimate hunting class for deer sized 
game or smaller and makes it a 
formidable self protection handgun. 

The .45 ACP is a cartridge well known 
to veterans and competition shooters. It 
is on efTcctive self protection handgun 
but its hunting attributes arc limited by 
its long ronge ballistics.

walleye fry have been planted in Salmon 
Falls Reservoir in an cfTort to revive that 
fishery. 

With the opening of the general season 
still two weeks ago. Partridge said the 
hotspots remain Ihc imgaiion reservoirs. 

' ‘The water levels ore not too bad right 
now and there arc good numbers of fish to 
be caught," he said. "Any reservoir would 
probably be good now. But Mormon is pro- 
ducing some nice I6to 18-inch fish." 

Looking nhcad. Partridge said there's 
little hope of some of the impound- 
ments having enough water to allow 


carryover into next year’s fishing. 

“So we arc encouraging fishermen to 
take what's there now. Before the sum- 
mer's over. I’m sure we'll be adopting 
som e eme rg enc y mca^rcs.” 

~Thc wide water fluctuations caused by 
drought and drawdown the past few years 
probably have been most instrumental in 
reducing Salmon Falls Reservoir's walleye 
population, Partridge said. r 

'The species spawns along the reservoir 
edges and the more rapid dipwdown of wa- 
ter in spring doubtlessly have lefi the eggs 
high and dry. 


“Tlic numbers actually have been down 
the past couple of years but the. walleye, 
fishing has held up relatively well," Par- 
tridge soid. 

"We believe we probably arc getting 
some natural reproduction but a lot less 
than we could expect or like due to those 
■w.ntcr levels,” he said. 

"Tlic fishing hasn't been too bad the past ' 
couple of years but there aren't a lot of 
walleye in the reservoir right now," he con-, 
tinued. 

Partridge said the fry wouldn’t have a 
major impact on fishing for two years. 


Snake users find easy access 

Government, utilities offer little-known launches, parks

BUHL - The Snake River is arguably the 
most popular place to have fun in southern 
Idaho, but getting down to the waterline 
isn’t always easy. 

The city of Twin Falls, Twin Falls Coun- 
ty and the state of Idaho operate a handful 
of parks where river users can back a boat 
trailer into the water. Several private enter- 
prises, notably Sligars Thousand Springs 
Resort and Banbury Hot Springs, also have 
ramps for launching trailcrcd boats. 

The federal Bureau of Land Management 
controls nearly 100 miles of shoreline bc- 
. tween Milner Dam and King Hill - but 
doesn’t have any launch sites suitable for 
boats on trailers. 

Finally, there’s another, non-government 
outfit with a host of Snake River launching 
sites and cool, shady parks that arc free and 
open to the public: Idaho Power. 

Thc'utiliiy earns millions of dollars cvciy 
year from its hydropower facilities along 
the Snake River - and feels an obligation to 
provide as much public acce.ss ns possible, 
according to Larry Wimer, manager of the , 
company’s hydro rcliccnsing program. 

"Most of our land is open to the public, if 
' it’s not a threat to life and limb," Wimer 
said. 

Some of Idaho Power's river access sites 
ore well known, Wimer said. Lower 
Salmon Falls Park, jiist north of Hagerman, 
has long been popular with boaters and 
fishermen seeking access to the area’s sev- 
en-mile"rescrvoir, Wimer said,„. ~i 

- — Bot-no t tfvc ry<Mto-kn owf .- o bout-G4eaf- 
Lakes Park, which the utility operates im- 
mediately downstream from the Clear Lake 
Country Club, eight miles north of Buhl. 

A dirt road snakes all the way down to 
-the water; but the kink-hasn’t-been graded* 
for heavy boat trailers. Lightweight boats 
.can easily be lified into the water, which is 
cfTcctively bounded upstream by Boulder 
Rapids and downstream by Kanaka Rapids. 

Most of the area is scrubby and undevel- 
oped, but there is a shady little park with 
neat lawns. and restrooms. Anglers can dip 
a line into the park's clear spring water just 
before it Joins the river. 

“This is our Sleepy Hollow," Wimer said 
on a recent' tour of the oren. "Not many 
people know about it, but its a gem." 

Elsewhere along the Snake River, the 
company maintains access sites in the fol- 
lowing locations: 

• *ntousand Springs, a few miles south 
of the Hagcrman-Wcndell road. The area 
has a modest dirt boat.ramp and hand-pro- 
pelled craft arc welcome; power company 
officials discourage motor boats because 
the water is too shallow. Tbe park has re- 
strooms, picnic tables and well-manicured 
lawns.

If the study is approved, Lake Pend Or- 
eille’s level would &op no more than six feet 
during the next three winters, about half its 
normal drawdown for hydropower production.
